The peak of tension and sadness 
comes on Tuesday as the cabbies, 
claiming they're never included or 
consulted on anything, fight enthu- 
siastically against the ETS Advisory 
Board's proposal of a $2.50 bus ser- 
vice out to the airport.

tension that’s got me cheaply into Se- 
attle and Toronto, to name a couple 
Families and businessmen will still 
expense cabs to the International, 
and there'll be plenty of fares to the 
Century Park LRT. Concerns that 
the cost will be prohibitive — that it'll 
need to make $5,400 a day, or ferry 
about one out of 10 air passengers — 
could easily be halved by charging $5 
to get out there, $2.50 if you have 
a transfer. This is how they do it in 
Chicago and London. Coun. Linda 
Sloan suggests the green rides fund, 
stressing, “If our provincial govern 
ment wasn't so inherently cheap, it'd 
already be done.” 

“Maybe we could run the trolley 
buses out there,” Iveson jokes, but 
is informed they're in Bulgaria now 
The old round-eye GMs are all be- 
ing retired at the end of the month, 
incidentally. Also note, most transit 
costs have to do with operation, not 
vehicles. 

The other major item was a plea to 
throw $22 million each year for the 
next three years at infrastructure for 
“Active Transportation” — foot and 
bike traffic, essentially, which re 
mains budgetary-suffocated by mo- 
torist concessions. You can almost 
hear the 630 CHED guys’ eyes roll 
ing as the words “diverse” and “in- 
clusive” are thrown into a motion, 
though some of the pleas from the 
public cyclists about feeling threat- 





ened and bullied by cars bordered on 
screwball. But the arguments to shift 
Edmonton into a bikers’ city (start- 
ing with actually removing snow 
from the sides of the streets) are 
well-articulated, and tasty visions of 
Portland Copenhagen fly around. As 
Edmonton Bicycle Commuter Soci 
ety vice-president Michael Jans tells 
me afterward, “There seems to be a 
disconnect, because councillors talk 
about how moving towards a green 
city is important — reducing traffic 
congestion, reducing wear and tear 
on our roads. But when we push cy- 
cling as an easy, accessible way to do 
this, we need a plan that is reflective 
of that, with money to match.” 


The only thing I would say here is | 


that no extra money should be spent 
on “education and awareness,” espe- 


cially if it cuts into actual lockups and | 


integrated bike lanes, which would 
ease traditional tension drivers and 
cyclists. A wicked start to growing 
up as a modern city would be turning 
parking lanes on Jasper and Whyte 
into bike paths as well 

Next stage, the committee takes 
their various motions to council 
where more conservative elements 
will puke up batshit nonsense like “If 
we can only afford airport-bus ser 
vice from Century Park, we may as 
well just give up on the whole idea.” 
But these birds should fly. Their lift 
is exhilarating. 


RIVER VALLEY “URBAN FOREST 
TREES LOST TO LRT? 


If the newly proposed southeast LRT cor- 
fidor is approved. cars on the road won't be 
the only things the line cuts down. Trees in 
the river valley will also be removed to make 
way for the construction of a new bridge 
across the North Saskatchewan River. 

“It's tough to say exactly the degree of 
removal, because until we get approval of 
the corridor we can't get into the next level 
of engineering,” said Adam Laughlin, director 


| of strategic planning for the city. 


If the route is approved, the line will run 


| from Millwoods to the downtown care, using 
| the new bridge, which would be bullt near 
the Cloverdale pedestrian bridge 


The city would replace all vegetation lost 
during construction, Laughlin said. “That's 
not to say they would be replanted where 
the LRT goes, because obviously you can't 
do that,” he explains. “It would be within the 
vicinity of the project.” 

Jenny Wheeler, the city's principal of 
forestry, said she will work closely with the 
transportation department to see if any of 
the trees can be transplanted. Any trees 
that could not be moved would have a 
sapling planted in its place under the city's 


| corporate tree policy. 





However, before a detailed plan can be 
made, the forestry and transportation de- 
partments will have to wait for city council 
to approve the recommended route, which 
probably won't happen until the new year.

City council delayed a public hearing on the 
10-year Municipal Development Plan, “The 
Way We Grow,” last week, pushing the meet- 
ing to February, 2010. 

Instead, councillors discussed amend- 
ments to the plan, including the kinds of 
agricultural activities that should be allowed 
within city boundaries. They also struggled 
to define the term “food security.”

In the current plan, only 25 per cent of 
future growth will occur in existing nelgh- 
bourhoods, with the other 75 per cent going 
toward new subdivisions. The plan also 
projects an increase of 400,000 people to 


| the city by 2040.

No God, No Religion, But Plenty Of Spirituality 





FOR EDMONTONIAN NON- 
BELIEVER DON EGLINSKI, 
ATHEISM AND OCCULTISM ARE 
SIMPLY ANOTHER FORM OF

This is the third instalment of SEE 
Magazine's series of stories on what 
it's like to live in Edmonton for mem- 
bers of different spiritual groups. 
This week, Jessica Potter profiles 
atheist Don Eglinski 


Don Eglinski isn't your typical athe 
ist. Not that there's an archetype, but 
for most people don’t associate athe- 
ism with images of spirituality. Yet 
the 30-year-old Edmonton native 
considers himself to be both spiritu 

al and an atheist — which might not 
sit comfortably with everyone. 

A designer and marketer by trade 
and a bartender in real life, Eglinski 
is a pretty average guy — polite, well- 
spoken, and tidy. Under the surface, 
though, he's maybe not so average 
Eglinski is one of a handful of athe 
ists living in Edmonton 

“I've found a way to live my life the 
way I think is spiritual,” says Eglin 
ski. “I don't personally believe in a 
god, but exploring consciousness has 
helped me with my life.” 

With names like Richard Dawkins 
and Christopher Hitchens making 
headlines and ad campaigns ques 
tioning the existence of God popping 
up in cities across the country, athe 
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ism has made significant inroads into 
the mainstream. But has this expo- 
sure had any effect on preconceived 
notions about what being an atheist 
really means? 

“Most people have adapted to me,” 
Eglinski says. “I've grown up with 
this, so it's not something new. I de- 
fined my own spirituality and it isn't 
in accordance with everyone. But 
there's now more acceptance of my 
views than before.” 

But what exactly is atheism? It's 
not a religion. It doesn't carry dogma, 
doesn't hold a set of rituals or obey 
specific ethical codes. An atheist is 
someone who does not believe in a 


cult,’ people really freak out about 
it,” he says. “Occult is a Greek word 
that literally translates as ‘secret lan 
guage’ or ‘secret knowledge.” As a 
guest lecturer at the University of 
Alberta, Eglinski has taught a variety 
of students about the occult. For him, 
occultism is subjective, psychologi- 
cal, and not paranormal. “What we 
see affects our world,” he says. “We 
shape our outcomes, The shit you 
drop into your unconscious mind are 
your devils and demons. There's no 
God to tell you right and wrong,” 
Defining the occult is even more 
difficult than defining atheism. Prior 
to the 17th century, science enjoyed

god. Any god. It’s a simple definition, 
but a hard concept for many. Most 
of the world’s population ascribes to 
one form of religion or another, so a 
non-believer can stick out 

Although more people are coming 
out as atheists all the time, conflict 
can arise between believers and non. 
believers — especially among friends 
and family. “When some [friends] 
have gone back to explore their 
Christianity or Judaism or whatever,” 
€glinski says, “there's been conflict 
In my favour, they've known me as a 
good person, so I've never really un- 
dergone prejudice, but subjects are 
sometimes avoided.” 

Just as religious views run the 
gamut, atheism takes many differ 
ent forms. For Eglinski, his spiri- 
tual-atheist linkage comes from an 


| observance of occult principles, not 


something most people expect from 
an atheist. “When you say ‘the oc- 


a close relationship with the occult 
But modern science has pushed the 
occult toward the realm of religion — 
indeed, many now associate it with 
Satanic ritual. “The road I chose to 





take is kind of blasphemed,” Eglinski 
says. “I'm not a devil worshipper. I 
have a deep appreciation for love and 
spirit 

For Eglinski, the occult is about du 
ality versus singularity. The biggest 
human flaw, he says, is that we can- 
not see outside ourselves, that we are 
trapped in our conscious mind. “I'm 
firmly grounded in atheism,” he said. 
“Butata deeper level, there’ssomuch 
more to the hurnan psyche than the 
categories we fit our world into.... We 
live in a culture that has repressed 
emotion — and | don’t mean that 
in that New Age yokel way. We just 
need to experience life, see the white 
space, and be empathetic enough to 
live the path of virtue.”

THE CLASH OF THE ELEPHANT-SIZED EGOS — 


Poor Lucy. The Valley Zoo's controversial 
Asian elephant is like a child caught in the 
middle of an ugly custody battle Not to 
mention that she's 1,000 pounds over- 
weight, and is combating serious health 
problems, while the many groups with 
competing (self?) interests in her survival 
are warring with each other, pointing fingers 
and threatening lawsuits. 

The latest isa threat from the animal 
activist groups Zoocheck and PETA. The 
groups have been campaigning to get Lucy 
transferred to an elephant sanctuary In 
the United States, citing Lucy's poor health 
aswell as her status asa lonely, single 
elephant as a reason to remove her from 
the Edmonton facility. The activists have 
given the city a Nov. 19 deadline to make the 
decision to move Lucy, at which point they 
will launch a lawsuit, in an attempt to force 
the city's hand. 

But what about Lucy? The Valley Zoo. 
staff claim a move would kill her. They have 
a variety of veterinary reports to support this 
claim, most recently from Dr. James Oost- 
erhuis, a third-party vet who has sald that 
Lucy's respiratory problems worsen with 
stress and that a long trip would possibly be 
fatal for the animal. 

But who can you believe? Critics say 
Oosterhuis' report is biased, part of a glad- 
hand relationship with the city. But everyone 
involved in Lucy's story, it seems, has a bias 
of theirown. 

Take Bob Barker's highly-publicized trip 
to the Valley Zoo in September. Barker has 
‘thrown his weight behind the Zoocheck 
demand that Lucy be sent to a California 
elephant sanctuary —a sanctuary to which 
he has personally donated hundreds of 





thousands of dollars. Bob Barker akiesi| | 


a concerned celebrity with a mission. Bob 
Barker is a stakeholder. 

And the animal activists, Zoocheck and 
PETA, hold an anti-200 bias, philosophically. 


The Zoocheck website states that “most zoo | 


environments are undersized, artificial, and 
inadequate” Whether or not you agree, that 
statement ignores the valuable conserva- 


tion work done by many reputable zoos, the | 


Valley Zoo included. Recognizing this bias is 
significant when considering their position. 

And of course, there's the Valley Zoo and 
its operating body, the City of Edmonton. 
Lucy has been their “property” for more than 
30 years, and although she costs a lot of 
money to maintain, to lose her would bea 
huge blow to the organization. The stakes 
are high for the Valley Zoo to keep Lucy here 

As for what's best for Lucy, one can't help 
but wish Lucy could speak for herself. Would 
she tell.us she likes the cold Edmonton win- 
ters? Probably not. Would she tell us she's 
bored and lonely? Perhaps. Perhaps not. Al- 
though most elephants are social creatures, 
Valley Zoo workers say Lucy preferred the 
company of her human caregivers to that 
of her elephant companion, Samantha. Be- 
sides, she's got her painting, an activity she 
legitimately enjoys — as much as anyone 
can tell, anyway. 

But of course, all this is coming from the 
Valley Zoo. Zoocheck and PETA claims she 
looks sad in her pictures. Sounds like a ram- 
pant case of anthropomorphism all around. 

Sowith all these competing biases, 
what's actually best for Lucy is obscured. 
Isn't it time to drop the egos and make a 
Lucy-centred decision instead of miring the 
subject in politics and PR?

Places like Jasper Sushi & Noodle 
House aren't hard to come by, least 
of all along Jasper Avenue, where 
places like Sankyu, A Garden, Fanta- 
sia Noodle House, and I Love Sushi 
trade in lunch-counter Japanese or 
Vietnamese food. The fact that Jas- 
per Sushi dabbles in both cuisinés' 
isn't necessarily an advantage, unless 
you've been craving a place that does 
proficient versions of the expected 
dishes in two languages. 


set up to host the flash-flood weekday 
lunch rush of office workers from the 
nearby buildings who wouldn't have 
time to bask in the atmosphere. 

The two young people at the helm 
the night we visit seem a little sur 
prised by our arrival. We are pre- 
sented with terse, laminated menus, 
and decide to focus on the sushi 
There are bentos and udons and 
donburis, but my co-diner and I are 
in the mood for fish and rice.

Located on the northern tip of Chi 
natown, Lucky 97 supermarket 
has provided Edmontonians with 
a bountiful mix of Asian and west 
ern groceries since 1994. That's the 
year that owner Ba Nguyen bought 
the building (which at the time was 
a Safeway) and moved in all of 
the stock from his existing Asian 
market. To help fill the rest of the 
14,000-square-foot space, he de 
cided to expand the store's selection, 
and started carrying western grocery 
products as well 

According to Hong Nguyen, one 
of Lucky 97's general managers (and 
daughter to Ba), that combination is 
a big part of what makes the store 
successful 

“In Chinatown, there were a few 
small grocery stores [before Lucky 
97 opened], but nothing that had 
both Asian and western products,” 
she says. “We have unique product 
lines that you can't find in other west- 
ern grocery stores. We do importing 
as well, from all over Asia: Thailand, 


Vietnam, the Philippines.” 

Hong started working at Lucky 97 
as a teenager in high school, moving 
swiftly up the ranks from cashier to 
customer service to supervisor. Five 
years into her current position, she 
now co-manages the store along with 
her brother Sang 

Lucky 97 is intended to be a one 
stop grocery store, and it does indeed 
have many of the key bases covered: 
produce, deli, seafood, frozen foods, 
a bakery, and Chinaware 





it even 
has an in-store fried chicken res- 
taurant called Chester Fried. On a 
rather hectic Saturday afternoon 
the store itself looked surprisingly 
well-stocked and orderly, which is 
all the more impressive considering 
upwards of 20 customers swarmed 
the meat counter — which, Nguyen 
points out, also offers in-store butch 
ering — with ripped take-a-number 
tickets in their hands. At the front 
a total of nine tills were active, in 
cluding a makeshift counter at the 
customer service desk.

Rather than split up according to 
nationality, the Asian and western 
items at Lucky 97 are for the most 
part integrated.

As Billy Bragg stares out the window 
of his hotel room in St. John's, New- 
foundland, he muses on the empty 
street in front of him. It's sealed off 
now for the Olympic torch relay that 
will eventually wind its way through 
to Vancouver (“Man, that's a long 
run,” Bragg dryly notes), but yes: 
terday the English singér/songwrit 
er was happily wandering around 
them for a haircut and a trip to the 
museum. Not only did he enjoy the 
experience of hanging out with the 
barbershop denizens ("They ‘sound 
just like the old men in the West of 
Ireland”) and checking out a bit of 
local history, Bragg simply enjoyed 
soaking up the culture in what he 
considers to be Canada's archetypal 
province. 

How many top-echelon rock musi 
cians take an interest in the places 
they play? Not a lot, but close to 30 
years after his solo debut; Life's a 
Riot With Spy vs Spy, Bragg is still 
curious about the world. His cham- 
pioning of the underdog also always 
shows, especially when a writer 
makes the error of asking whether 
he enjoys playing out-of-the-way cit- 
ies while on tour. 


Billy Bragg: Out of the way? Oh, 
you mean like Edmonton? 

SEE Magazine: Okay, okay — 
point taken. 

BB: [Laughs.] No, | get your point 


See, some people think that if they 
play Toronto, Montreal, and Van 
couver that they've “done” Canada. 
That's ridiculous; I want to play 
as many of these sorts of places 
as | can.

doubtful, or skeptical, because these 
are necessary things, | mean giv: 
ing up. A cynic is someone who has 
given up and wants you to give up as 
well.

We concentrate on 
the bad apples so much that we don't 
see the people who are actually do- 
ing positive things. We can't always 
dwell on the bad things; we have 
to do something about them. To be 
blunt, don’t whinge about problems, 


do something about them. If you're 
just going to whinge, then fuck off, 
you know? And this is coming from 
someone who has to be constantly 
checking his own cynicism 

SEE: From Talking With the Tax 
man About Poetry onward, you've 
managed to juggle politics with a sur- 
prising aptitude for love songs.

Trews Can Play That Game

The Trews are often seen fairly nar: 
rowly by the press, the fans, and even 
their own record label, They've been 
booked with some skeezy bedfellows 
(think Buckcherry), they're nor- 
mally tossed hard-hitting questions 
like “How's the tour going?” and 
crowds at their live shows are prone 
to moshing through even their most 
heart-wrenching ballads. If there 
is a spectrum of rock ‘n’ roll styles, 
The Trews are regularly dumped on 
the loud-rockin,’ hard-partyin’ side 
of that rainbow. Unfair? Maybe yes, 
maybe no. 

“Lyrically we don't really go into 
that raunchy rock ‘n’ roll territory 
because ultimately we're not raunchy 
rock 'n’ roll guys,” admits guitarist 
and lead vocalist Colin MacDonald, 
with just a hint of a laugh and a sigh 
“We love rock 'n' roll. We have what 
would be interpreted as rock ‘n’ roll 
arrangements. We like big choruses 
and big riffs, but at the same time we 
try to have a little bit more — 1 would 
hesitate to say ‘class,’ but I: don’t tend 
to find any good inspiration writing 
about, you know, blowjobs and par 
tying all the time.” 

Accordingly, their 2008 studio 
effort, No Time for Later, had Mac 
Donald attacking subjects like gun 
control and media-induced paranoia 
—all wrapped up in some monstrous 
sounds, of course. It hit in the chest 
and the hips. “Maybe rock fans re- 
late more to the musical side of The 
Trews,” MacDonald says. “Maybe 
they don't even think about the lyrics | 
or care about them, and that's fine 
I don't mind. I think it should be a 
good time.” 

With the fall release of a live acous- 
tic album dubbed Friends and Total 
Strangers and an associated tour, all 
those rock riffs have been stripped 
down. The strings on the lead guitar 
snap and ring with perfect definition. 
The harmonies are more prominent 
Hell, you can even hear the shaker 
more clearly. There's no hiding in 
this setting. People will have to listen 
to the “other side” of The Trews. And 
that other side is steered by MacDon- 
ald's lyrics and bluesy vocals. 

As it turns out, ripping through | 
the top end of his range wasn't a feat | 
that came naturally. Gordie Johnson, 
of Big Sugar/Grady fame, had to 
provide a straight up push. “I would 
always try to sing in a lower register 
because I just didn't think it was cool 
if guys sang in the higher register,” | 
he explains. “When we were first

That's 
where he got the ball rolling.” 

Johnson got them to pump up the 
keys of their songs across the board. 
“I've since realized that a lot of my 
favourite, a lot of the best singers out 
there sound really good at the top of 
their range, where they're pushing. 
It gets a little more passion across 
and it cuts through the music a 
Jot better.” 

And MacDonald's voice is going 
to be in particularly sharp relief on 


this upcoming jaunt, No more mosh- 
ing. Audiences will have to pay at- 
tention to what he’s been singing all 
this time. “Lyrics are a great way to 
interpret and make sense of your re 
ality,” MacDonald notes of his craft 


while explaining his love for rock 


“You can quote a song and it can sum 
up a Situation that you're in.

who deserves a shot at a professional 
future that simply won't be available 
to him if they stay where they are.

The core argument Tom Stoppard 
puts forward in his 2006 play Rock 
n’ Roll is that communism is com:

that. What you might like it to do, 
however, is help illuminate some of 
the issue's finer points, recasting the 
opaque and convoluted in more hu 
man terms. 


Donna Feore's production, which 





is also the play's Canadian premiere, 
does this most of the time. There are 
definitely broad swaths of truth to 
be found in this journey to the heart 
of the Left; more than that, they're 
beautifully rendered and ably de- 
livered, by Stoppard and a cadre of 
nimble-tongued actors, respectively. 
But there's also a lot of other stuff 
filling the periphery that makes the 
play feel a lot bulkier and less con- 
vincing than it might have been. 

If the title doesn't tip you off to 
two of the piece’s three obsessions 
— Czech history and the failure of 
Soviet-style communism — at least 
it spells out, in no uncertain terms, 
the other one. Namely, the power 
of guitars to blow minds as well as 
speakers. Moving from 1968 to 1990, 
and back and forth between Prague 
and Cambridge, Rock 'n’ Roll pres- 
ents music as a particularly effective 
form of protest within the Eastern 
Bloc.

BLOOD'S AROVER

“Scripture-pure veracity and scan- 
dal-rag content. That conjuriction 
gives it its sizzle,” 

That's how the narrator of James 
Ellroy’s new novel Blood’s a Rover 
describes the 600 pages that follow 
— but that description would apply 
equally well to any of James Eliroy’s 
books, which include 13 novels, a 
few collections of short stories and 
reportage, and a memoir, My Dark 
Places, in which he describes his 
real-life investigation, nearly half a 
century after the fact, of his mother's 
murder back in 1958. 

Taken together, those books form a 
massive, bloody, secret history of Los 
Angeles — a town shaped by corrupt 
cops, sex criminals, power brokers, 
bagmen, gossipmongers, gangsters, 
and the occasional doomed noble 
gesture. Ellroy published his first 
novel, Brown's Requiem, in 1981, but 
it was his seventh book, 1987's The 
Black Dahlia — an obsessive mixture 
of historical fact and densely imag- 
ined fiction set in 1940s LA. — that 
was his true artistic breakthrough. As 
Ellroy’s plots got more complex (he 
claims the outline for Blood’s a Rover 
was 400 pages alone), his prose got 
more condensed: with 1992's White 
Jazz, he adopted the terse, telegraph- 
ic writing style that has become his 
signature ever since: his 2001 novel 
The Cold Six Thousand is practically 
written in point form. 

Blood’s a Rover concludes Ell- 
roy’s most ambitious project yet: the 
sprawling “Underworld USA" trilogy, 
in which he moves beyond L.A. and 
tackles the full scope of U.S. history: 
Vietnam, black militants, Cuba, the 
assassinations of JFK and MLK, laced 
with outrageously funny cameos by 
the likes of Howard Hughes, J. Edgar 
Hoover, and Richard Nixon. But it's 
also the story of Donald Crutchfield, 
a callow young dipshit with a dream 
of becoming a private eye, a thing for 
older women, and a habit of peep- 
ing into strangers’ windows, He goes 
sniffing after some stolen emeralds, 
and ends up with horrible scars, both 
literal and metaphorical. He's based 
on the real-life detective of the same 
name, but he's also perhaps the most 
autobiographical character Ellroy’s 
ever written. 

Ellroy says the book is a work of 
genius and probably deserves the 
Nobel Prize for literature, but as an 
avowed “Tory WASP heterosexual,” 
he doesn't expect to win it. He'll have 
to content himself with having so- 
lidified his reputation as one of the 
greatest American writers alive — 


not bad for a onetime homeless, al 
coholic panty-sniffer. 

James Ellroy spoke recently to SEE 
over the phone from Los Angeles. 
Here's our conversation 


James Ellroy: Before you ask me 
a million questions, can I ask you 
something? Did the last hundred 
pages rip your heart out? 

SEE Magazine: It kind of did! | 
don't want to give away what hap 
pens to anyone reading this inter 
view, but the book shifts its focus 
from the men we've been following 
for 500 pages to a female character 
—and it's heartbreaking in a way you 
don't really expect from a James Ell- 
roy novel. Was this book any harder 
to write than the two that came be- 
fore it, American Tabloid and The 
Cold Six Thousand? 

JE: It was easier. It's much more 
emotional. It's less densely layered, 
and considerably less stylistically 
rigourous than The Cold Six Thou 
sand. That was very much the cri- 
tique of my ex-wife, the novelist 
Helen Knode, who, incidentally, is 
from Calgary. She said, “Listen, it's 
a great book, but it's too difficult 
stylistically.” Well, Helen and | got 
divorced, | had a nervous breakdown 
— which is where I got the charac 
ter Dwight Holly's nervous break- 
down from — and | fell in love with 
a woman named Joan, and it kicked 
the shit out of me. I'll never see her 
again, she's moved on with her life 
So this is the book you write when 
your world burns down and your

SEE: What made you want to make 
Don Crutchfield a central character 
in this story? He's certainly not the 
character you'd bet would survive to 
the end 

JE: It’s the idea that the dipshit kid 
is the voice of American history. In 
reality, Crutchfield is 10 years older 
— I did all the peeper shit. That was 
me. I grew up in that neighbourhood 
Crutchfield did not. He grew up in 
Culver City and fell under the wing 
of [real-life private investigator] 
Clyde Duber and got to be a wheel- 
man and follow people around in a 
souped-up car. I never got to do any 
of that stuff, and 1 could not have 
written the book without him 

SEE: You have this very distinctive 
style; extremely complicated plots 
told in very simple sentences. Is that 
limiting at all as a writer? 

Jé: No, it's liberating. It allows 
you to exposit more information at 
a greater clip. It requires more con- 
centration on the part of the reader, 
though. You know, my girlfriend got 
me that book by Stieg Larsson, The 
Girl With the Dragon Tattoo, and it 
just seemed flabby to me. Flabby. 
1 could see where it's going pretty 
quick, Corporate intrigue. All cor 
porations are evil. Paramilitary in- 
trigue. A crusading journalist with 
a past gets together with a tattooed 
punk rock chick. [ could see it from 
the get-go. You could not see Blood's 
a Rover from the get-go, could you? 
1 don’t want to write a fucking book 
you can see from the get-go. | have

SEE: It's an almost psychedelic 
novel at times. A lot of it takes place 
in Haiti and the Dominican Repub 
lic, which allows you to bring in 
these images of zombies and voodoo 
hexes, you have people taking these 
mind-altering potions, and you have 
this image of the stolen emeralds 
running throughout the story, which 
are almost like the mystical treasure 
in a fantasy novel 

JE: It is my most deliberately icon 
ographic book. It is my book about 
women, it's my book about race and 
gender, you have the character of the 
gay black cop, who has this weirdly 
equitable relationship with a white 
racist cop. They like each other, in 
their psychopathic way. 

SEE: Do you think American his. 
tory was shaped more by rational de 
cisions — by laws, elections, leaders 
— or is it more the result of irrational 
forces — by wild emotions and hexes 
and bad juju and woo-woo, to use 
your words? 

JE: Well, history is always held in 
check by the democratic process, 
which has served us very, very well 
There are certain inequities in so- 
ciety, and as the world’s dominant 
power, America is almost always at 
war, as the new fellow in the White 
House is learning, despite his ideal- 
ism. (It might have been nice for 
him to turn down the Nobel Peace 
Prize, don't you think?) Anyway,

I 
know this because I drive down Bev- 
erly Boulevard all the time and | can 
read billboards. 

SEE: Hasn't it always been this 
debased, though? Isn't pop culture 
always mostly junk? Or is this some 
thing new?

Like 
Chinatown. | think it's full of shit. It's 
bad mise-en-scéne, contrived, full of 
plot holes.

I've read more Hollywood autobiog- 
raphies than I care to admit. Most 
of them are so-so at best, dreadful 
at worst. There are two new showbiz 
bios out this fall from men familiar 
to late-night TV audiences. One is 
standard star bio stuff, but the other 
is, surprisingly, terrific 

The terrific book is American on 
Purpose, the memoir of The Late 
Late Show host Craig Ferguson. It is, 





[am delighted to report, a great read 
The other is Canadian Paul Shaffer's 
showbiz-soaked bio We'll Be Here 
for the Rest of Our Lives, and it fol- 
lows the template of Hollywood bios 
perfectly. It’s fun, and music fans 
will find it especially enjoyable, but 
it pales in comparison to Ferguson's 
riveting story- 

If you're a fan of Ferguson's chat 
show, you may expect an off-the- 
wall, stream of consciousness kind 
of book, not unlike Ferguson's rou- 
tinely brilliant opening monologues. 
While American on Purpose has 
plenty of laugh-out-loud moments, it 
is a lot more thoughtful and — dare 
I say it? — inspiring than I would 
have expected. 

For those of you unfamiliar with 
the man, Ferguson is the Scotsman 
who, in 2005, became the first non- 
American to be given a late-night talk 
show when he replaced the snarky 
Craig Kilborn on The Late Late

—E€d.] Ferguson was known on this 
side of the pond only for his eight- 
year run on The Drew Carey Show, 
so his elevation to the elite club of 
late-night talk show hosts surprised 
everyone, including himself. Turns 
out, it was an inspired choice. Fer- 
guson has tossed the traditional talk 
show format upside down, eschew- 
ing the format created by Steve Allen 
and followed slavishly by everyone 
ever since. 

But Ferguson doesn't even get his 
talk show until the final 30 pages of 
American on Purpose. Instead, he 
devotes the bulk of the book to his 
life in Scotland, his almost accidental 
entry into the entertainment world, 
and his near-fatal plunge into rock- 
bottom alcoholism. I have never read 
a more riveting, cautionary tale of 
alcohol abuse. And he knows how to 
write, too. Consider this: 

“Even people who have suffered 
from alcoholism for years can’t com- 
prehend it if they are still drinking, 
and those who have recovered from 
this seemingly «helpless condition 
of mind and body seem to agree 
on only a few things. It is cunning 
It is baffling. It is powerful, and it 
is patient.” 

That's just great writing, 
American on Purpose is like that all 


and 


the way through. 

Shaffer's book suffers in compari- 
son, but it's plenty of ring-a-ding- 
dong dandy fun While Ferguson 
dealt with no end of demons, Shaf- 


fer's life has been pretty much grief | 


free, aside from one very serious 
auto accident. He grew up happily in 
Thunder Bay with party-loving, very 
cool parents. Obsessed with show- 
biz from an early age, Shaffer was a 
piano prodigy who loved playing the 
blues and rock 'n' roll a lot more than 
Beethoven. He moved to Toronto 
where he fell in with a magical group 
of future stars (Gilda Radner, Martin 
Short, Eugene Levy) before going to 
| the U.S. to find fame and fortune and 
another group of star friends (the 
| original Saturday Night Live cast), 
| countless legendary musicians, and, 
of course, David Letterman 

in We'll Be Here for the Rest of Our 
| Lives. Even if Shaffer knew lots of 
dirt, which he no doubt does, he's 
just too nice a guy to spill it. He loves 
this business we call show, and al- 
most everybody in it. We'll Be Here 
for the Rest of Our Lives is Fun (with 
plenty of Canadian content), but if 
you're going to read one book about 
a U.S. late-night talk show star, make 
it American on Purpose.

THE PRESCRIPTION ERRORS

When Vancouver's Charles Demers 
started writing fiction in 2005, the 
first thing he committed to paper 
was a bit of oddball black comedy: 
a scene in which a guy accidentally 
shows a Stanley Kubrick movie to a 
kid he’s babysitting, with predictably 
ghastly results. 

At first, Demers — who has made 
a name for himself on the West 
Coast as a comedian, activist, and, 
more recently, a TV host — parlayed 
the idea into a stand-up joke. “[The 
kid] wanted Singin’ in the Rain,” he 
says, self-paraphrasing, “but I got A 
Clockwork Orange, because at least 
it's the same song.” 

But as he kept accumulating ideas, 
Demers decided he wanted to revisit 
that initial idea on the page. More 
than that, he realized that a bunch 
of his imagined protagonists seemed 
like the same guy. The babysit- 
ter who misguidedly rents Kubrick 


| films started, in Demers’ head, to 


blend with the obsessive-compulsive 
who studies reports about medical 
equipment in the hopes of coming 
to terms with the childhood trauma 
of watching his mother slowly die 
from leukemia. 

Once unified, Demers’ narrative 
quickly ballooned from a short story 
to a novella to, finally, a novel. That 
novel has now been published by 
Toronto's Insomniac Press as The 
Prescription Errors, a story of fam- 
ily and mental health, and both the 
Clockwork Orange and OCD strains 
appear in the life of the bumbling but 
heroically earnest Daniel. There's 
also a smaller parallel story involv- 
ing a hack comedian/voice actor 





who lands an uncomfortable gig on 
a Simpsons-esque cartoon down in 
Los Angeles 

On the surface, these two men 
would appear to have nothing in 
common, but Demers sees a kin- 
ship that runs deeper, almost sub- 
terranean. “At core they're two self- 
ish, self-obsessed guys who have to 
deal with other people around them 
crumbling,” he says. “You definitely 
have a bit more sympathy for Daniel 
than for Ty. Maybe by the end, you 
realize that some of your criticisms 
of Ty could also rightly be leveled at 
Daniel; in the end, some of your sym- 
pathy for Daniel is also appropriate 
for Ty.” 

Of course, with a first novel comes 
the assumption that the author has 
in fact written a thinly veiled autobi- 
ography. This isn't helped in Demers’ 
case by the fact that he drew heavily 
from his own emotionally fraught 
life, as well as from the pieces and 
neighbourhoods of Vancouver he 
knows best. Still, he maintains a firm 
distance from his hero. 

“{Daniel] is not me,” he says. “He's 
had a completely different set of 
experiences from me. I never had a 
Trotskyist landlord. [Pause.] That's 
pretty much the only thing I haven't 
had. [Laughs.] I'm being facetious, 
but... oh yeah, and I didn’t go to Lan- 
gara. Those are the two things.” 

As for the real, still-tender mate- 
rial he did bring to the page, Demers 
says the experience has ultimately 
been rewarding, though perhaps not 
in the way he'd hoped. “I guess I had 
thought there'd be some kind of ca- 
tharsis in writing about a lot of this 
stuff,” he says, “but like an amoeba, 
it sort of broke off and became its 
own story, unrelated to mine. 

“A couple of the passages I wrote 
while I was crying, and I certainly 
wasn't crying when I edited them, or 
when I read them today. They've be- 
come completely fictionalized,”
